READY FOR THE MILL 


Arrival of the Kilrain Party at 
New Orleans. 


A Cordial Reception Given the 
Baltimore Man. 


Alabama May Furnish the Fighting Ground 
—Bets of $1,000 to $500 Offered on Sul- 
livan—Why the Battle Will Be for Blood 
—Both Mea Said to Be in Perfect Condi- 
tion—The People of the Crescent City En- 
thusiastic Supporters of the Boston Boy— 
Fox Said to Be Maneuvering to Prevent the 
,/Meeting—Kilrain Will Do No More Work 
— Where the Men Are Quartered and How 
They Look—Speculations as to the Out- 
come, t 


NEW ORLEANS, La., July 6.—At 10:45 the 
Queen & Crescent depot is thronged with cur!- 
ous people and newspaper correspondents 
awaiting the arrival of the Kilrain party at 11 
o’clock. The train is reported thirty minutes 
late, but no trouble bas been reported with 
the Mississippi or Tennessee officials,. not- 
withstanding the rumors of last night that the 
party would be caught by the law before they 
reached New Orleans. 

The Denver contingent of sporting men ar- 
rived a few moments ago and are quartered at 
the St. Charles. 

Sullivan stock is still booming this morning, 
and bets of $1,000 to $500 are reported on the 
Boston boy. It is reported this morning that 
the programme for the fight will be changed 
at the last moment, and that it will take place 
in Alabama, and that a large cotton steamer 
will be used to carry the crowd to the battle- 
ground. Heavy rain commenced falling at 10 
o’clock and the streets are flooded, 

KILRAIN ARRIVES. 


11:30 a. m.—Kilrain and party arrived here 
at 11:15 o’clock by the Queen & Crescent route, 
and were received at the depot by an immense 
crowd of peopie, who crowded around to 
see the Baltimore man and almost barred 
his progress. A way was soon cleared 
for them by the police, and the party 
procseded without delay to take carriages, 
which were in waiting forthem, They drove 
rapidly up to the St. Charles Hotel and thence 
to the rooms of the Southern Gymnastic Club, 
corner of Prytania and Washington streets, 
where a reception will be tendered him. Kil- 
rain will be the guest of the elub while here 


for him. Kilrain looks well and seemed 

in excellent spirits. The carriages Which con- 
veyed him and his party were followed nearly 
ali the way from the depot by a curious crowd 
of men and boys. 

The first carriage contained Kilrain, 
Mitchell, President Walmsley of the Southern 
Gymnastic Club, and Prof. Mike Donovan, a 
boxing instructor, who will probably serve as 
one of Kilrain’s seconds. In the second car- 
riage were Frank Stevenson, Vice-President 
Campbell, Prof. F. D. Butler and W. E. Hard- 
ing. In the third carriage were Pony Moare, 
a Murphy and two members of the 
club. 

The programme for to-day is luncheon at 
the club, after which the party will go to the 
West End to witness a swimming match be- 
tween Prof. Butler and a man named Clarke, 
at which Mitchell bas consented to act as 
referee. Kilrain will spar to-night in an ex- 
hibition for the benefit of a local sport. 

IT WILL BE FOR BLOOD. 

As the time approaches for the great mill, 
it becomes more apparent that the fight will 
be one of the most determined on record. 
There are many reasons for this assertion. 


The principal one, however, is the 
bitterness which is felt, not alone 
as between Sullivan and Kilrain, 


but on the part of the men who are training 
the two athletes. The fight will be not alone 
for supremacy and the $20,000 stakes, but the 
spirit of revenge for real or fancied insults 
will hover over the 9 and nerve the two 
giants to door die. Sullivan has by far the 
largest following. New Orleans is almost 
overwhelmingly for him andthinks he will 
win. Notwithstanding this feeling there is 
not the slightest indication but what fair play 
will be meted out to both combatants. 

The plans for the fight and accommodation 
of the large crowd that will be inattendance are 
progressing smoothly 1 as ifa picnic is to 
be the attraction instead of a prize fight which 
bas called forth proclamations from three 
with one or two others to hear 
from. The opinion of the Attorney-General of 
the State of Louisiana, which he publicly ex- 
pressed, that there was no lawof the State 
prohibiting prize fights, bas eased the minds 
of officials of surrounding parishes and the 
fight will come off, although the exact locality 
has not yet been made public. It will, how- 
ever, be within three hours run by rail of New 
Orleans.

THEY PLAYED SURE TIPS. 


A Belgian and His Wife Who Lost a Bank’s 
Money at the Races. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspatcn. 

NEW YORK, July 6.—Fortwo weeks past the 
Dickinson Cottage at Rockaway has been oo- 
cupied by Heari Antoine Nolle, a good-look- 
ing Frenchman, who seemed to have lots ot 
money, and his wife Blanche, a dashing wom: 
an about 28 years old. The couple seemed to 
be very fond of horse racing and regularly at- 
tended the races at Sheevshead and -Cedar- 
hurst. They spoke no English and made no 


friends, but they naturally excited a great 
deal of curiosity. Late on Wednesday night 
Pinkerton detectivés arrested Mr. and Mrs. 
Nollie and their friend Paul Hamaint and since 
then the three prisoners have been in tho 
Ludlow Street Jail. sg! are charged with 
embezzling from the Paris banking 
house of B. Journol & Co., 163,000 
francs,or about $32,000. The detectives are 
now looking for Alfred Plau, who is said to be 
implicated in the theft. Mrs. Blanche Nolle’s 
maniafor playing the races at Chantilly is 
said to have been the cause of the theft. 
Henri Antoine Nolle is a Belgian by birth, 
and for fourteen years he was a trusted em- 
ploye of the bankers, B. Journel &Co. He 
ad been promoted to be Assistant Cashier. 
His wife frequently attended the ruces, but 
played sure tips with the usualresult. Her 
husband became involved in debt, and, it is 
alleged, began to borrow from the bank. 
About the middle of May the Cashier of the 
bank became sick, and Nolle was made Act- 
ing Cashier. He had aiready taken a =» 
sum from the bank. Asa last resort resort he 
gathered together 20,000 francs, and he and 


his wife staked it on one horse. If 
they won Nolle could make good 
his thefts from the bank betore 
the Cashier returned. The horse lost 


and Mr. and Mrs. Nolle left Paris very sud- 
denly on May 23. The nextday the books of 
the bank showed that the funds were 163,000 
francs short. This, itissupposed, was merely 
the discovery of that day, and over and above 
the earlier thefts which Nolle had concealed 
by altering the books. Mrs. Nollie, with most 
of the money, went to Antwerp and took the 
steamship Pennland for New York, arriving 
here on May3l. She went tothe San Francisco 
Hotel and waited for her husband. Henri 
Nolle went to London with Pau! Haimant, and 
then to Antwerp, where he took the steamer 
Waesland for New York and reached this city 
on June 2. Nolle did not know his wife's 
address here, but he soon found her 
through an advertisement which he bad 
printed in one of the French papers. She told 
him that she had already lost 58,000 francs of 
the money on the races. he detectives who 
have followed her say that she gave this 
money to Alfred Piau and that she met him a 
number of times at the San Francisco Hotel. 
While they were in New York Nolle was 
known as C. George Dupres, his wife as 
Jeanne Larne H. Journel & Co. traced the 
fugitives to New York and employed Pinker- 
ton detectives to shadow them. They also 


Halment, and Plau, who left Paris with them, 
arrested and sent back to Paris. When the 
detectives arrested Mr. and Mrs. Nollie and 
Haimant at Far Rockaway, Wednesday night, 
they found 88,000 francs in their possession. 
Nollie had 56,000, Haimant 22,000 and in Mrs. 
Nolle’s bustle were found 10,000 francs. 

The prisoners were arraigned yesterday be- 
fore United States Commissioner John A. 
Osborne at 115 Broadway. The complainant 
was the French Consul General, who asked 
for an examination and, if the evidence 
against them was strong enough that they 
might be held until papers for extradition be 
obtained. The prisoners admitted their 
identity. Nolle was told that his wife had 
given 58,000 francs to Piau. He denounced his 
wife in a very dramatic way, and said that he 
now clearly saw all her perfidy. 

As Piau has not been arrested yet the exam 
ination was postponed until next Friday 
morning. The 2 were all well dressed 
and looked as if they had been used to living 
well. None of them spoke English, but Mme. 
Nolle cau speak French like a house afire and 
says she is sure the American Government will 
not detain her when it finds that she is inno- 
cent. She does not like the idea of returning 
to Paris, as she does not think the prison offi- 
clals there treat their charges as courteously 
as New York prison officials. She has spent 
but two days in Ludlow Street Jail, but ar- 
den Keating has made it just as pleasant for 
her as he possib ly could. 


TO SAVE HIS MOTHER 


An 18-Year-Old Boy Brains His Father 
With a Base Ball Bat.

SCRANTON Pa., July 6.—During an early 
morning quarrel on Wednesday, Charlies L. 
Schaeffer of Greenbridge flats was killed by 
his son Walter about 16 years old. Schaeffer, 
who was a glass blower by trade, had a com- 
tortable home and a wife and nine children. 
He went on occasional sprees, and when he 


did so, developed a most desperate temper. 
He returned home drunk late on Tuesday 
night, and went to bed. After a while he got 
up vowing vengeance on his whole family and 
saying he would go down stairs for his revolv- 
er and flx them all. At the head of the stairs 
he encountered a chair and sent it down stairs 
with a kick. His son Walter fearing he would 
kill bis mother, rushed down s 

to prevent him from getting the 
revolver, and when the father saw his son he 
rushed at him to strike him with a chair. The 
boy promptly snatched up a convenient base 
ball bat and, withasingle blow of it, crushed 
his father’s skull in, killing him instantly. 
When the frightened mother, who told the 
terrible story to-day before the Ooroner, 
came upon the scene the husband was uncon- 
scious, and all the efforts of the doctors could 
not restore him. Walter Schaeffer admits that 
he struck the fatal blow, but he did it, he 
says, because he feared his father would kill 
his mother. The boy, who is in aterrible 
way about the affair, bas been placed in the 
County Jall. He has the reputation of being 
a quiet lad and he feels keenly his awful situa- 
tion.

THE WEISS MURDER MYSTEBY, 


Evidence Furnished the Police as to the Sur- 
roundings of the Body. 


There was absolutely nothing new in the 
Weiss murder this morning, and it was as 
greata mystery as ever. The detectives in- 

| ed a story coming from John Cahill, a 
dairyman living on the Natural Bridge road 
near Marcus

Cahill was coming into the city Thurs- 
day morning about 2: o’clock, two 
hours before the body was found, {Qn Marcus 
avenue, near Easton, he saw a girl whose de- 
scription is similar to that of Anna Weiss.

His 
testimony has already been given, but as it is 
the most 12 there is it will bear stating 
plainly for the benefit of those working on the 
case. Mr. Tivy has not been sought by the 
detectives, and though he called there he was 
received so coldly thet he withdrew without 
offering his assistance any further. For this 
reason a Post-DIsPATCH reporter secured 
from him a statement of the surroundings this 
morning. 

‘*The theory of accident,’’ he said, ‘‘is ab- 
solutely untenable. There is no possible 
basis for it. We examined the ground care- 
fully for evidences of a runaway or of the girl 
having fallen out of a buggy. e 
also examined for any signs of a struggle. 
There were absolutely no evidences to bear 
out any of these theories. The only possible 
conclusion was that the girl had been brought 
there dead and thrown out of avebicie, sv 
that she struck the wheel and scraped off the 
mud on her clothes. Then she was dragged 
by tne feet just enough to shove up the cloth- 
ing on the body. The stockings were evi- 
dently pulled down in this act. She 
was also ulled. from the direction of 
the road and not from the bushes. Asjto the 
wheel marks, they were well defined, and of 
afour wheeled vehicle. One wheel passed 
over the neck and shoulder, slightly wound- 
ing the head just below or partly back of the 
ear, but doing no injury. The wheel follow- 
ing could be traced just missing the head. 
The wheel marks were also continuous as to 
line, showing that the body was absolutely 
dead when the wheel passed over it. 
The outside wheels must have ran 
on the hard road-bed, as there was room for 
it, thougn at the point where the curve was 
greatest we could get a slight sign of it. 
Another polat, the body was wet heavy with 
dew, showing that it had lain there for sev- 
éral hours. he grass and bushes were also 
very wet with dew, and could not have been 
disturbed. A mistake has also been made in 
saying thatthe body was warm. Then, as to 
the tracks and the possibility of their having 
been made after the body was nlaced there, 
my own horse would not go nearthe body,and 
I will defy any man to drive a horse over such 
an obstruction.’’ 


THE PERSIAN MINISTER, 


His Passion for Collecting Newspaper Clip- 
pings Concerning Himself, 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, July 6.—Frederick B. Winston 
of Chicago represented the United States as 
Minister at the Persian court in 1885. He held 
the position for about seven months. During 
that time he became well acquainted with the 
Shah and conceived for him a genuine admira- 
tion. Mr. Winston wasin this city yesterday 


on his way to Europe, where he intends to 
spend the summer. He had heard, of course, 
about the resignation of ‘the Persian Minister 
to this country, Hadi Hossein Gbooly Khan, 
and seemed to be greatly amused at what that 
sensitive official had to say in defense of his 
remarkable action. 
It is certainly funny,“ he said last evening 
in discussing the matter, ‘‘but I don’t think it 
will have any serious effect upon the relations 
of the two countries. I am certain Mr. 
Ghooly’s action was not inspired by the Shah, 
who ts really an intelligent man, the ablest in 
Persia, I believe. Yet, strange to say, be had 
the same habit that his Minister here indulges 
in—that of collecting all that appears about 
him in the newspapers. How he manages to 
get them I don’t know, but he does, and his 
sorap books form quite a library. He seems 
to take great delightin it. Heis sensitive to 
criticism, but not tothe same extent as his 
Minister, whose course, I think, will not meet 
with approbation.’’ 
Is the Shah friendly to America?’’ 
Oh, he does not know much about us. He 
looks upon this country as a big hunting 
ground, He would like to come here to gratify 
his strong passion for hunting, but he won’t 
come because he would have to pay his own 
expenses. ‘That he could not stand. 
Mr. Winston thinks that the Shah’s personal 
sympathies are more with Russia than with 
England, but he is careful to keep on friendly 
terms with both powers. Inregard to the 
stories of the Monarch’s barbarous habits, 
Mr. Winston said: The Shah has greatly im- 
22 since his last visit to Europe. Then 
e was a barbarlan; now he is a gentleman 
and acts the part.

LIGHTNING’S WILD WORK 


FREAKS OF THE ELECTRIC FLUID IN THE 
“LACKAWANNA VALLE.

A Terribie storm of Wind and Rain Sweeps 
Over Scranton, Pa.— Electric Railway 
Line . Damaged — Dangerous Pranks 
Played Among the Buildings — Some 
Fatal Results of the Peculiar Visitation—

rain fell in sheets, and for twenty minutes the 
whole town was in the midst of the grandest 
vet most dangerous electric display that has 
deen witnessed here in a long time. 

in the upper part of the city George Somers 
was lying on a lounge smoking a pipe. A bolt 
of lightning entered the kitchen of his frame 
house, knocked over a barrel of flour in the 
pantry, tore Somers’ clothing from his 
body, smashed his pipe and knocked him 
senseless. Somers’ 8-year-old son Harry was 
lying at the footoftnecouch. The bolt struck 
him in the right ear and passed do vu his body, 
leaving marks on his shoulder, side and 
thigh. The boy died ina short time and Mr. 
Somers was unconscious for five hours. The 
house was but slightly damaged and was not 
set on fire. a 

Elmer Sayres’ house in Rebecca avenue was 
struck. Lightning entered the second story, 
tore some bricks out of the chimney, loosened 
a maes of plastering on its way across 
the room and ripped out a lot of lath. 
It then took a downward course, dam- 
aging the walis and wainscoting 
and passed out of the kitchen door, 
breaking a broom handle into three pieces on 
its way. Oneof the pieces hit Mr. Sayres’ 
4-year-old daughter Blanche on the forehead 
and hurt her considerably. Mr. Sayres was 
standing near a window and he was knocked 
down. Mrs. Sayres was stunned in her chair. 
Lightning crashed through the side of a 
house on South Main avenue and tipped over 
an organ. No other damage was done. 

The main wire of the People’s Electric Rail- 
way Co. was struck near the generating build- 
ing. The fluid struck one of the stationary 
engines and stopped all the cars along the 
line for an hour. The Suburban Electric 
Co.’s office was struck and a lot of incandes- 
cent connections melted. 

Snick, Vail & Co.’s barn at Germyn was 
struck and burned down. Four horses were 
in it; one of them was killed by the bolt and 
the others were rescued. More than twenty 
trees were struck in various parts of Scran- 
ton. 

Geo. W. Champion of Lackawanna Town- 
ship was trout-fishing in Spring brook when 
the storin swept over that section with terrific 
fury a little after 7. Tall trees line the brook 
and Mr. Champion sought shelter under a 
mass of foliage. He had not been there a 
minute, he said, before a blinding boit of 
lightning struck a big hemlock tree near by 
and shivered the lower part of it into splint- 
ers, thousands of which fell around and over 
him. The upper halt of the tree was twisted 
off by the lightning and fell toward the creek. 
It crashed through the small timber within a 
few feet of the fisherman, the tips of some of 
the branches eoming so near him that he got 
frightened and ran back to the middle of the 
brook, where he stayed until the dreadful 
storm had passed. 

At a farm house in Scott Township the light- 
ning struck a buttonwood tree, glanced to a 
window, entered the house, struck a bedpost 
and knocked two children from the bed to the 
floor, and then followed a scantling to the 
cellar. A barrel of side pork stood in the way 
and the lightning threw a lot ofthe pork and 
the stone that held it under the brine out of 
the barrel and dug a hole in the diit. Another 
branch of the same bolt ran alongside the sill 
and scooped a hollow space out of a flagstone, 
and in front of the back porch it turneda 
water pail upside down, and upseta barrel of 
rain water.

Secretayr Noble and His Missouri Friend 
Red Tape in the Pension Department—

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 6.—Secretary 
Anderson, who is working hard for the cele- 
bration here in 1892 by the three Americas 
through the establishment of a grand 
Americas’ Exposition, said this morning that 
he was glad to note that the city of St. Louis 
was enthusiastic in behalf of Wasbington as 
the place for the celebration as against New 
York, the citizens of the last named place 
being strenuously engaged just now in behalf 
ot their own town as the proper place for the 
event. 

The Secretary of the Interior wus the recip- 
lent of several calls this morning from the 
Missourians. The latter did not go there to 
ask office, but to see if they could get Gen. 
Noble to stand by them in bringing about offi- 
clal changes. They found him perfectly will- 
ing to do anything he could consistent with 
the position he holds. The truth is Gen. 
Noble was early besieged by a 
lot of fellows from bis State whom 
he could not in justice to the State, himself 
and friends provide for, and from that source 
alone emanated the cry that he Was not doing 
enough for the State. Those here indorse the 
course of the Secretary, and are firm in be- 
lieving that he will do nothing but what is 
right and proper, and lend them all the as- 
sistance which it would be in his power to 
consistently render. 

Reports have been received here from some 
of the interior counties of Missouri, wherein 
it is set forth that there are very few Repub- 
licrns who are seeking office. That their 
minds are generally made up that it would 
not compensate to look for minor places at 
the Capitol. Further that all they wantto 
see is a prompt change in the offices through- 
out the State.

INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 


Evidence Taken by the Commission at 
Boston To-Day. 


Boston, Mass., July 6.—The attendance this 
morning at the office of the Railroad Commisz 
sioners to hear the evidence taken by the 
National Senatorial Interstate Commerce 
Commission was much larger than yesterday, 
The expectation was that the morning in- 
vestigation was to have concerned it- 
self with trade centering in Portiand, 


Me., but a telegram having been received 
that the Maine delegation was delayed, Presi- 
dent Cullom called upon Mr. Alden Speare, 
President of the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Mr. Speare had prepared a statement that 
be read to the committee. It in- 
cluded resolutions passed by the Boston Ex- 
ecutive Business Men’s Association, deprecat- 
ing any interference with the competition of 
the Canadian roads with the New York lines. 
Mr. Speare gave some statistics aud reasons 
tending to support this position, and detailed 
the efforts of varigus trade organizations for 
relief from the uffair discriminations of the 


lines against Boston and in favor of 
New York before the interference of 
the Canadian lines. After this had 


appeared he said the matter began to assume 
a different aspect and the American roads be- 
an to be more accommodating. The Cana- 
lan roads took the bog trame from Ameri- 
cans because of superior facilities. The 
American lines told the dealers in the vicinity 
ot Boston that it was not in the interest of the 
trunk lines to foster 112 the trade 
channel from Chicago to New York, and if the 
firms had located disadvantageously it was 
their misfortune. 
The substantial thing the witness wanted 
was the continuation of present conditions. 
He thought the privileges as between Canada 
and the United States should be exactly 
reciprocal. If the Canadian competition were 
eliminated New England trade would suffer. 
New England has to pay from 25 to 580 cents 
per 100 pounds more on everything from 
the West than New York does. There is 
thus a 25 per cent tax upon New England trade 
with the West as compared with that of New 
York ; there is a great deal of intercourse with 
Eastern Canada and the United States that 
cannot be accommodated by the American 
trunk lines. New England roads are largely 
dependent upon Canadian traffic for support 
as a matter of defense.

THE OLD BELCRER REFINERY. 


Probability That It Wil Be Started Up in thg 
Fall. 

Considerable local pressure is now being 

brought to bear on the management of th 


Sugar Trust, the headquarters of which are ig 
New York, to start up the old Belcher sugar 
refinery in the fall, when the new crop of sugar 
begins to come in. When the trust man: or 
who was sent here to take charge of tha 
refinery was removed to San Francisco, some 
time ago, it was supposed that it meant that 
the St. Louis refinery was to be permanently 

laced on the idle list. Since then, however 

t. Louis parties have bought the trust certifie 
cates in large amounts, at from 85 up to 125, 
and they now hold them in much larger 
blocks and to a ater aggregate than they 
ever did. There is a feeling that under th 
circumstances the St. Louis certifcate hold. 
ers should have a representative in the Board 
of Trustees, and from the present outlook 4 
determined effort will be made to secure one, 
They are also entitled to it for the reason that 
they have one of the finest plants ig 
the country, and that while L 
was operated last year it made 
a very lar rge profit. The locai holders, hows 
ever, while they have given up all voice in 
the management of the property they placed 
in the trust, make as much money as if their 
own refinery was in operation, as the earnings 
all go into a common pool, and it ig possible 
thatfor this reason they may be induced 
to allow the management to pursue the 
present policy. There is one other reason, 
however, which makes it desirable to havea 
representative in the management. St. Louig 
has made more money out of the trust certif. 
cates than any other section. The certificates 
have become very popular in speculative 
circles, and an effort was made 
short time ago to work the market down ta 
the disadvantage of St. Louis holders, while 
the Eastern holders gathered in the spoils, 
The St. Louis po however, turned the 
tables, and as their large profits are due ta 
that fact there may be an effort this year to 
get even.

SUED THE SCHOOL BOARD. 
THE CONSOLIDATED COAL CO. TAKES ITS 
FIGHT INTO COURT. 


An Injunction Prayed to Prevent the Board 
Accepting Coal From Devoy &Feuerbora 
Under a Recent Award of Contract— 
Charges of Favoritism Made—J, R. 
Holmes’ Explanation. 


The Consumers’ Coal Co, and the Consoll- 
dated Coal Co. of St. Louis, plaintiffs vs. the 
Board of President and Directors 
of the St. Louis Public Schools, Edward 
Devoy and Edward F.Feuerborn, defendants, 
is the style of a suit filed this morning in the 
St.Louis Circuit Court. After stating that the 
plaintiffs are corporations organized to mine 
coal in Illinois and sell Illinols coal in Mis- 
sour! and are owners of real estate in the city 
of St. Louis and taxpayers of the city and that 
the defendant Board of President and Di- 
rectors of the St. Louis Public Schools,in a 
body politic, incorporated under the 
laws of Missouri by an act of the 
General Assembly of the State of 
Missouri, the petition states among other 
rules, the board passed two rules, 62 and 63 by 
number, creating a Committee on Supplies 
who shall have supervision over the purchase, 
distribution and consumption of supplies used 
in the schools. Rule 63 states that they 
shall advertise for a week in the month 
of May of each year in one 
of the morning daily papers printed 
inthe English language for bids for the vari- 
ous supplies needed during the next scholas- 
tic year, stating in detail the amount and 
kind of articles required. Whenever supplies 
needed at any other time of the year shall ex- 
ceed $300 in value they shall be let by bid, and 
if no satisfactory bid is received the commit- 
tee is to advertise until they do get one. 

THE PETITION STATES

As 
the clearing-house statement at the end of the 
day never showed up any such transaction it 
Was presumed that Mr. Bancroft used the 
broker’s name without authority, and the 
Consolidated Exchange will inguire into the 
matter. One of the most pathetic things in 
connection with the affair was that of an old 
man, G. W. Anthony, who acted as cashier 
and who was entirely cognizant of Carr's 
business methods. He was 74 years old and 
helped Carr keep the situation from the book- 
keepers of the establishment by handing over 
to the bookkeeper a daily statement of the 
bank balance always with one figure prefixed 
to the real balance.

THE COPPER MARKET, 


Probable Effect of the Trouble Among Amer- 
ican Producers. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

NEW YORK, July 6.—The falling-out among 
the American producers of lake copper is said 
by those interested to be as far from adjust- 
ment as ever, and a war in prices is regarded 
as likely to occur in the early days of next 
week. The metal exchange was not open for 
business yesterday but, as a broker some- 
what bitterly remarked, as far as the copper 
market is concerned the opéning or closing of 
that institution is of no actual consequence. 


The producers of copper, he said, have 
discovered, or rather, M. Secratan discov- 
ered for them, an improved way of doing 
business, and I wonder. now that it has been 
given a prolonged trial, whether they are 
satisfied with it. They have dispensed with 
the services of us brokérs. We have made no 
— and by the time the combination ac- 
cumulations have been disposed of I fancy 
they will not be able to claim that the im- 
proved way of doing business has been very 

rofitable. When the ment was entered 
nto in May to dispose of the lake copper ac- 
cumulations at 12 cents it was yo that 
a stable market would follow, but here they 
are at loggerheads and the market has gone 
to pieces. It looks aa though there was to be 
no permanent peace until after a war of prices 
has cleared the atmosphere. This means cop- 
per at 9 or Io cents a pound and ruin toa lot 
of the weakercompanies. Yesterday the situ- 
ation of tne Tamarac Co. and other parties to 
the May agreement remained unchanged. A 
conference had been beld, but no satisfactory 
understanding had been reached. It was 
hinted that not only had the Tamarac Co. 
been making heavier sales than it sbould, but 
that it had been detected in the more repre- 
hensible act of shading prices to large cus- 
tomers, and this is what makes the other com- 
panies unwilling to enter upon a fresh agree- 
ment or a renewal of the old one. It was 
hoped by a sanguine few, however, that an 
amicable adjustment of the trouble would be 
accomplished, and that possibly by Monday 
the old agreement would be again in force. 
It was pointed out that the 12 cent rate had 
not succeeded in diminishing the accumula- 
tions and that something a little more tempt- 
ing inthe way of prices will be necessary to 
produce the only thing that can reduce stocks 
—a doom in manufacture.

IT’S ANOTHER BLACK EYE 


THAT WAS GIVEN THE WATER GAS CO. BY 
JUDGE KLEIN TO-DAY. 


The Court Defines Its Rights Under the Old 
Ordinances — The City Enjoined From 
Tearing Up the Pipes—The Gas to Be 
Used Only for Heating Purposes. 


A black eye was again given the St. Louis 
Gas, Fuel & Power Co. this morning by Judge 
Klein in that company’s suit against the city 
of St. Louis. It will de remembered that the 
gas company entered suit against the city 
and lost the case. Then the company and 
the city entered into an agreement to dismiss 
the case and set aside the judgment and then 
consolidate the case with a new one, which 
was filed and based on ordinance 11,358, which 
was passed when the company was first or- 
ganized. Before the cause was again sub- 
mitted to the court the defendant, the city, by 
leave filed an amended answer wherein it is 
alleged as a substantive defense that ever 
since December 15, 1885, and always up to the 
present time, the gas company has refused to 
comply with the terms and conditions of the 
original ordinance, No. 11,358, and particu- 
larly with section 8 of said ordinance, which 
requires the gas company to pay the city on 
the lst day of January and July of each 
each year 2% per cent of the gross 
income which they have received during 
the six preceding months from the business 
authorized to be conducted by them under the 
said ordinance, or to make a sworn statement 
required by said section 8 of the gross income 
aforesaid and file the same with the Comp- 
troller ofthe city. That by ordinance 11,358, 
so the answer states, it was provided that if 
the grantees of the privileges. thereby granted 
should fail to commence their work within one 
year from date or if within three years from 
date they should be supplying less than 
one hundred buildings with heat from their 
works said ordinance should be null and void. 
And it is alleged that the gas company was 
not supplying one hundred buildings with 
heat from their works within three years from 
the date of said ordinance, and that they have 


never at any. time, before or since the expira- 
tion of three years from April 8, 1880, when 
said ordinance went into effect, and are not 
now supplying one hundred bulldings, 
or any buildings, with heat; wherefore 
it is claimed that said ordinance 11,358 
is wholly null and void and of no force or 
effect and so was at and before the institution 
of these proceedings. It is also alleged that 
at and prior to the institution of this suit the 
only rights possessed by the piaintiff in the 
public streets, alleys and highways of the city 
were those granted in ordinance 13,495, and 
the answer then proceeds to set up the 
grounds upon which the city claim 
that the rights of the gas company 
under the second ordinance 13,49 have been 
forfeited. The reply to this is a general 
denial and the gas company claim that prior 
to this suit it waived compliance with section 
6 of said old ordinance 11,358, which required 
them to supply heat to at least 100 buildings 
from their works within three years. To all 
this Judge Klein says: 

It is not necessary for the Court again to 
go over the questions raised by the pleadings 
in the consolidated case with reference to or- 
dinance 13,495. The views heretofore ex- 
pressed on this subject are adhered to by the 
Court, and in so far as the gas company’s pe- 
tition in the consolidated case asks for any re- 
lief as against the city, based upon any rights 
and privileges granted to the »plain- 
tiff under ordinance 13, 495, the 
8 of the Court will be against 
the plaintiff and the relief asked for will be 
denied. With reference to this matter the 
final decree in the case should contain a find- 
ing tothe effect that the plaintiff does not 
now own or possess any rights, 2288 or 
franchises under ordinance 13,495 of the city 
mentioned in the pleadings, but that all 
privileges and franchises 
to the plaintiff 
are at an end 
and terminated and that the city of St. Louis 
has re-entered thereon, and that plaintiff is 
not entitled to any relief with reference there- 
to. With reference to ordinance 11,358 it is 
necessary Only to say that by the terms of 
that ordinance the right to assign the priv- 
ileges thereby granted is expressly recognized; 
that all these privileges appear to have been 


properly transferred to the plaintiff; 
that any right existed on the 
part of the city to treat the 


ordinance as null and void, because the 
grantees therein named may have failed to 
commence their work within one year or be- 
cause within three years from date they were 
supplying less than one hundred buildings 
with heat from their works, such right has 
been waived by the action of the City of St. 


Louis with reference to this matter. It is 
true that by section 9 it is provided 
that ‘if the said Thomas Howard, his 


associates and successors, fails to strict! 
observe any and all provisions of this ordi- 
nance the city shall havetheright to revoke 
all the rights and privileges therein granted; 
but the city up to the present does not seem 
to have revoked these privileges or rights in 
any manner, unless the threatened action of 
the city can be considered as a revocation 
thereof. According to the view I take of the 
case the threatened action of the city as- 
sumes that the rights and privileges granted 
by ordinance No. 11 have already been re- 
voked. In point of fact such is not the case. 
There is nothing in ordinance No. 18,495 which 
indicates any intention on the part of the el 
and of this plaintiff that said ordinance shall

cannot be held that ordinance No. 18,495 is a 
contract covering the entire subject matter 
between these parties, which of itself annuls 
the prior ordinance and contract.

HOW IT WAS DONE, 


Albert Burgess Tells the Story ofa Writ 
That Was Not Served. 


Albert Burgess, the colored attorney re- 
tained by the quartette of Carondelet negroes 
who were taken to Mississippi on July 4, to 
answer for murder committed at the Lauder- 


dale County riots jin 1881, takes ex- 
ceptions to some of the statements 
made by Four Courts officials in last 


evening’s Post- DISPATCH. His version of the 
habeas corpus proceeding differs materially 
from that of Clerk O'Malley. He says: 
„While not desiring any notoriety in this 
matter I deem it of interest to the public to 
hear my side of the story. hen the 
Wright boys and Williams were arrested 
Charlies P. Johnston and myself were retained 
for the defense. We agreed that a habeas 
corpus proceeding was the best thing under 
the circumstances, and between the hours of 
8 and 4 o’clock in the afternoon of July 31 
went into the Criminal Court and asked for a 
writ. Judge Normile was dusy at that time 
and advised me to see Judge Campbell 
if I was in a hurry. I told him that Judge 
Campbell had left the building and he then 
read my petition. Before 4 o’clock the writ 
was ordered. Clerk O’Maliey was then on 
duty and I asked him if he would make the 
papers out assoon as possible, at the same 
time explaining the necessity of expediency. 
I then went to the Sheriffs office 
and found Deputy Lewis on duty. I told him 
I would like to have him serve the writ on 
Chiet Huebler and he consented to remain 
until5 o’clock. With this understanding I 
left the building to attend to other matters of 
business. On the morning of July (I arrived 
at the Four Courts at 9:20, and 
went at once to Chief Huebler’s office, 
obtaining a permit to visit my clients in 
thetr cells. WhenIcameup from the hold- 
over I saw the requisition papers and spoke to 
the Chief concerning them. Up to this time 
no thought had ever entered 25 mind but 
that the habeas corpus writ had been served, 
but noticing that the Chief said nothing 
about it, made bold to ask him if that 
action had been taken. Upon his making re- 
ply in the negative I hurried to Mr. O’ Malley’s 
office but found it closed on account of the 
holiday. Ithen took a car and went to his 
home at Nineteenth street and Cass avenue. 
He then acknowledged that he had 
not made out the writ, pleading a 
rush of business. Now every lawyer knows 
that there is a printed form in habeas corpus 
proceeding and that no more than five min- 
utes’ time is consumed in filling it out. I 
asked Mr. O'Malley to go to the Four Courts 


and do the work, but he refused to go 
at the time, saying that he would 
be down in about an hour. This 
was almost 10 o’clock. At five minutes 


after 11 o’clock he appeared at his office and 
made out the writin my presence. Before it 
could be completed I learned thatthe Missis- 
sippi deputies had gone with the men, and 
we gave up the struggle. We make no 
charges,and would have made no explanation 
if the alleged facts inthe case had not been 
made public.’’
